EXPECTS FAVORABLE REPLY 
TO DISARMAMENT MOVE 
WASHINGTON, 
July 
l l . —T h i s 
governm ent expects a favorable re­ 
sponse from all five nations which 
received tentative invitations to a 
disarm am ent conference in W ashing­ 
ton. 
The belief was expressed in a high­ 
ly authoritative q u arter today that 
all the powers invited will send rep­ 
resentatives to discuss a cut in the 
world arm ies and navies and to set­ 
tle questions bearing on the Pacific 
and F ar E astern problem s. 
T hat such an international gather­ 
ing will “secure the peace of the 
w orld” was the statem en t of an offi­ 
cial in em phasizing the im portance 
of th e step the adm inistration has 
taken. 
Weeks Approves Move 
"A disarm am ent conference was 
bound to come,” said Secretary of 
W ar W eeks today. 
“It has m y ap­ 
proval.” 
It w as also explained why the 
proposal 
for 
the 
conference 
was 
broadened to include land as well as 
naval 
arm am ents; 
w hy 
countries 
other than the U nited S tates, Great 
B ritain and Japan, th e principal na­ 
val powers, w ere included, and it 
was 
intim ated th a t m any of the 
obstacles heretofore In the way of 
disarm am ent may be wiped out be­ 
fore th e conference actually m eets.” 
Officials also said they are not 
clear as yet as to how soon the 
conference can be held or how it 
will be organized. 
It was pointed 
out th a t the question of naval and 
land arm am ents cpuld not be well 
separated; that if the principal naval 
powers were to get together, the 
question of land arm am ents would 
alm ost sorely come up and then the 
conference m ight have to be broad­ 
ened afte r it was under way. 
Invite France and Italy 
T he decision th at land arm am ents 
be discussed necessitated the invi­ 
tations to France and Italy, both of 
which m aintain large arm ies. 
T he Yap question, the subject of 
num erous notes betw een the U nited 
States, Japan and other principal al­ 
lied powers, has been adm ittedly one 
of the things in the way of a dis­ 
arm am ent agreem ent.

Do Santa Ana m arriages fall to 
stand the te st of tim e? 
Such is the allegation of the Los 
* Angeles courts, according to a state­ 
m ent m ade last night by the Rey. 
^lohn Oliver, pastor of the F irst M eth­ 
odist ohurch, in th e first of a series 
of four serm ons w hich he will deliver 
on the divorce evil. 
“C riticism by Los Angeles courts 
as to the m arriage perform ed In th is 
city,” stated the Rev. Mr. Oliver, “is 
perhaps hard to answ er, but I would 
ask trose gentlem en, who perform ed 
the m ajority of the m arriages 
b o 
easily and so soon dissolved? I ven­ 
ture to predict th a t the larger per­ 
centage of them w ere perform ed in 
the Justice’s courts and not by regu­ 
larly ordained m inisters of God. 
“T his week two young people came 
to m e to be united in m arriage. W hen 
I was ready to perform the ceremony, 
the young m an said, ‘Mr. Oliver, we 
should like to be m arried In the 
church.’ 
Marriage Will Stand 
“T here is a m arriage th at will 
stand, for when two young people 
are m arried in the solem nity of God’s 
house, by a m inister of God’s word, 
they are more deeply im pressed by 
the sacred character of the obliga­ 
tions they have assum ed. 
“The hasty m arriages, in the Jus­ 
tic e’s courts of the present day, are 
not nearly so likely to stand, in my 
opinion, and I should like to see the 
day come, which is advocated by 
m any prom inent thinkers of the day, 
when a public announcem ent of the 
intention to m arry m ust precede th at 
m arriage by th irty days. T hat would 
give tim e for reflection as to the 
seriousness of such a step, and in my 
opinion would elim inate the hasty 
m arriages w ith th eir usual accom ­ 
panim ent of equally hasty divorces.” 
The speaker th en arraigned those 
m inisters who perform the m arriage 
cerem ony over previously divorced 
couples, stating th a t m inisters of his 
own church are as guilty of the prac­ 
tice as any, and by their freedom 
from such scruples, serve to perpet­ 
uate the divorce institution. 
Quotes Figures 
“One fails to realise the enorm ity 
of the question until tho results are 
apparent,” he stated, and then quoted 
figures to show how divorce affects 
the 
charitable 
institutions of 
the 
country. 
“In California,” he said, “one out 
of every six m arriages ends in di­ 
vorce, and Judge W. H. Thom as at 
one tim e granted here 122 divorces 
in a single week. This, however, 
seem s mild in com parison w ith the 
experience of Judge J. D. H arvey, of 
Houston, Tex., who stated th a t upon 
his retu rn from a vacation, he found 
aw aiting him 1,538 com plaints and 
in the space of four hours, granted 
241 divorces. Fully one-half of these 
were the result of too hasty m ar­ 
riages, he stated. 
“A recent report of the California 
state board of charities and correc­ 
tion says th at 34 per cent, or more 
than one-third of the delinquents at 
W hittier, come from divorced fam ­ 
ilies, while in our own city, 75 per 
cent of the delinquent children come 
from homes broken up by divorce, 
according to a statem ent by Paul 
W right, county probation officer. 
T ells Havoc W rought 
“Records for 1916 show th at in the 
U nited S tates there w ere 4,586,732 
separations by divorce decrees, which 
loft as divorce orphans 1,689,652 chil­ 
dren, more than one-half of them 
being under ten years of age. 
“The home cannot stand such in­ 
roads as divorce m akes. 
Yet the 
home is the bulw ark of the nation 
and unless the home is built to en­ 
dure, the nation will fail to endure, 
and America m ust eventually cease 
to be the land of the free.”

VAST FARM VALUES TODAY 


The total value of American farms as shown by 
the census of 1910 was $35,000,000,000. Last year s 
census gave them a value of $68,000,000,000. 
This enormous increase cannot be attributed, in 
any large part, to temporary inflation. 
Farm values 
as a rule have not been inflated during the recent 
boom so much as land values in the cities. 
The in­ 
stances of eastern farms whose selling price was dou­ 
bled or trebled in a year, and which are now bank­ 
rupting their buyers, have been spectacular but not 
representative.

MILITARY TRAINING CAMPS 


The war department seems to he having trouble 
in enlisting civilians for the officers’ military training 
camps this summer. Government officials, from Presi­ 
dent Harding down, have found it necessary to issue 
public appeals. 
In spite of those appeals, reinforced 
by local efforts and newspaper publicity in the various 
districts, interest seems to be lacking. 
It is unfortunate, in view of the wholesome effects 
that may be expected of such training as these camps 
are fitted to give. 
It is unfortunate fpr the country, 
whose safety is more firmly assured by the develop­ 
ment of every additional reserve officer, and for the 
men themselves who would gain health, useful ex­ 
perience and desirable knowledge from such training. 
But the indifference is natural enough. 
Our people, like the people of every other bel­ 
ligerent country, are sick of war, and of everything 
that is connected with war or reminds them of war. 
With no national danger in sight, they want to forget 
all things military, and go about the business of peace. 
They are thinking, too, of the burdens of arma­ 
ment

connect them, directly or indirectly, with the military

tegrity in every other walk of life, will borrow books, 
and though their form er owner may pine for the 
w ant of them , the books are not returned.

cally every one of us can recall the fact th at som e­ 
one has not yet returned the book he borrowed two 
years ago. 
And very likely on going over our own 
stock of books we should come upon one or two 
which wfe have not returned. 
In some of the largest libraries the world overt 
it has been found necessary to subject all out-going 
individuals to a search-and-seizure process to keep 
down the num ber of books stolen each year.

parently this is an international affliction. 
It is a tribute to the inherent good nature of men 
and women th at this failure to return books has not 
put an end altogether to the lending of books.
